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Prayer  asked  for  Korea  confrontation 


SEOUL,  South  Korea  (BP  and 
local  reports)  —  Christian  leaders  on 
the  Korean  Peninsula  are  calling  for 
prayer  as  tensions  escalate  between 
North  and  South  Korea  over  what 
the  South  alleges  was  the  intentional 
sinking  of  one  of  that  country's  mil¬ 
itary  snips  by  the  North. 

South  Korean  leaders  say  the  war¬ 
ship,  the  1,200-ton  Cheonan,  sank 
March  26  after  a  North  Korean  sub¬ 
marine  launched  a  torpedo  attack, 
killing  46  South  Korean  sailors  in  one 
of  the  South's  worst  military  disas¬ 
ters  since  the  1950-53  Korean  War. 

During  her  May  visit  to  Seoul, 
South  Korea,  U.S.  Secretary  of  State 
Hillary  Clinton  promised  the  full 
support  of  the  US.  government  as 
South  Korea  seeks  United  Nations 
sanctions  against  the  North. 

As  the  South  Korean  government 
weighs  its  response,  political  and 
military  posturing  is  on  the  rise 
between  the  two  countries.  Amid  the 
turmoil,  a  North  Korean  refugee  is 
calling  on  South  Korean  Christians 
to  join  a  prayer,  movement.

While  confrontations  between 
North  and  South  are  not  uncommon, 

Chritfian  leaders  agree  that  this  latest  inci¬ 
dent  is  different  from  the  past.  Lewis  Rho 
(not  his  real  name),  who  heads  a  humani¬ 
tarian  organization  that  provides  food 
assistance  within  the  impoverished  North, 
has  seen  many  political  and  spiritual 
changes  through  tne  years. 

Rho  believes  the  sinking  of  the  Cheonan 
is  to  South  Korea  what  the  9/11  terrorist 
attacks  were  to  the  United  States. 

"The  way  the  South  Korean  govern¬ 
ment  chooses  to  respond  determines 
what  happens  next,"  Rho  said.  "The 
important  thing  is  that  God  is  still  in  con¬ 
trol.  He  still  has  a  special  plan  and  pur¬ 
pose  for  North  Korea  —  whether  regime 
change  happens  voluntarily  or  not." 

Foreign  policy  analysts  oelieve  North 
Korean  President  Kim  Jong-11  may  have 
ordered  the  attack  to  divert  criticism 
from  the  country's  failing  economy  and 
to  make  way  for  his  son,  Kim  Jong-Un, 
to  assume  power. 

While  little  is  known  about  the  isolat¬ 
ed  country,  Kim  is  thought  to  be  in  fail¬ 
ing  health.  This  instability  of  leadership 
coupled  with  a  long-running  economic 
crisis  leads  some  to  speculate  that  the 
totalitarian  regime  eventually  will  fail, 
perhaps  sooner  rather  than  later. 

As  a  result  evangelical  leaders  are  pray¬ 
ing  for  South  Korean  Christians  to  be  ready 
for  the  spiritual  fallout  resulting  from 
North  Korea's  potential  collapse.  'T  see  a 
need  for  South  Korean  Christians  to  pre¬ 
pare  themselves  spiritually  so  that  when 
North  Korea  does  open,  they  will  be  ready 
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to  respond  in  Christ-like  ways,"  said 
Sterling  Edwards  (not  his  real  name),  a 
Christian  worker  based  in  Seoul. 

Rho  points  out  that  the  economic  dedine 
of  the  North  was  preceded  by  a  spiritual 
dedine,  while  the  South's  rise  to  promi¬ 
nence  was  preceded  by  spiritual  revival 
"Because  South  Koreans  lived  with 
continuous  insecurity,  they  learned  to 
depend  on  God,"  Rho  said.  "As  a  result. 
South  Korea  is  blessed  in  abundance 
with  churches  and  church  leadership. 
Today,  it  is  the  second-largest  missionary 
sending  country  in  die  world." 

In  modem  history,  the  Korean  penin¬ 
sula  was  one  country  through  the  end  of 
World  War  Q,  although  it  had  been  occu¬ 
pied  by  Japan  since  1910.  The  Soviet 
i  accepted  the  surrender  of  h 
occupation  forces  north  of  the  38th 
lei  in  1945,  and 


ago.  North  and  South  Korea  technically 
remain  in  a  state  of  war.  Skirmishes 
between  the  two  countries  continue  to 
this  day,  as  evidenced  by  the  sinking  of 
the  Cheonan. 

Dan  Armistead,  pastor  of  Seoul 
International  Baptist  Church,  said  the 
rapid  rise  of  Christianity  in  China  com¬ 
bined  with  the  strong  evangelical  presence 
in  South  Korea  are  indications  that  God  is 
preparing  Asian  believers  to  lead  the  way 
in  evangelism  and  church  planting. 

The  first  step  is  for  South  Korean  and 
Chinese  Christians  to  focus  their  efforts 
on  evangelizing  the  North,  Armistead 
said.  "What  is  happening  here  is  going 
to  move  this  nation  in  Qiat  direction, 
Armistead  noted.

The  full  Senate  will  not  take 
up  the  legislation  before  June. 
A  filibuster  is  available  to  sena¬ 
tors  who  oppose  reversing  the 
ban.  Some  Republican  mem¬ 
bers  have  said  they  would  sup¬ 
port  a  filibuster  of  die  autho¬ 
rization  bill  because  of  the 
amendment's  inclusion,  but 
the  chances  of  such  an  effort 
succeeding  are  unknown. 

The  Don't  Ask,  Don't  Tell 
policy  prevents  homosexuals 
from  serving  openly  but  also 
prohibits  military  commanders 
trom  asking  s&vice  members  if 
they  are  homosexual  or  about 
their  sexual  orientation. 

Supporters  of  Don't  Ask, 
Don't  Tell  oppose  repeal 
because  they  say  it  will  under¬ 


mine  military  readiness,  cohe¬ 
sion,  privacy,  recruitment,  and 
retention,  as  well  as  the  reli¬ 
gious  freedom  of  many  service 
members  and  chaplains. 

Advocates  of  maintaining  the 
current  policy  expressed  great 
dissatisfaction.  *Tve  never 
known  of  a  better  excuse  for  a  fil¬ 
ibuster  than  to  stop  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  from  essen¬ 
tially  destroying  the  greatest  mil¬ 
itary  force  our  nation  has  ever 
known."  said  Richard  Land, 
president  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Ethics  4c  Religious  Liberty 
Commission  in  Nashville. 

While  a  Democratic 
Congress  adopted  Don't  Ask, 
Don’t  Tell  17  years  ago  with 
bipartisan  support  repeal  this 
year  would  occur  with  the  help 
of  few  Republican  votes  in  the 
Democrat-controlled  chambers. 

In  the  House  vote  Thursday, 
only  five  GOP  members  joined 
229  Democrats  in  supporting 
repeal,  while  26  Democrats 
voted  with  168  Republicans  in 
opposing  it.  One  GOP  senator 
voted  with  15  Democrats  for 
repeal  in  the  Armed  Services 
Committee,  while  one 
Democrat  joined  Republicans 
in  opposition. 

Tony  Perkins,  president  of 
Family  Research  Council  (FRC) 
and  a  Marine  veteran,  said  in  a 
written  statement  "The  hard 
left  of  the  Democratic  Party,  led 
by  President  Obama  and 
Speaker  Pelosi,  have  chosen  to 
put  a  political  constituency 
with  a  radical  agenda  —  the 
homosexual  lobby  —  ahead  of 
the  well-being  of  our  men  and 
women  in  uniform. 

"These  politicians  have  seri¬ 
ously  miscalculated  if  they 
believe  they  can  use  die  mili¬ 
tary  to  advance  this  radical 
social  policy  without  being 
held  accountable,"  he  said.

Stem  cell  advance 

WASHINGTON  (BP  and  local  reports) — British  and  Indian 
doctors  have  achieved  a  milestone  m  stem  ceU  research,  trans¬ 
planting  a  new  windpipe,  or  trachea,  into  a  10-year-old  boy 
using  his  own  norhemoryonic,  or  adult  stem  cells.  It  marked  the 
first  time  such  a  procedure  has  been  performed  in  a  child  and 
was  the  initial  case  of  an  entire  trachea  bong  transplanted,  the 
UCL  Institute  of  Child  Health  in  Great  Britain  reported.  The 
transplant  was  conducted  for  a  boy  who  has  a  rare  congenital 
condition  named  Long  Segment  Tracheal  Stenosis,  which  refers 
to  a  small  windpipe  mat  will  not  develop.  "It  is  like  breathing 
through  a  straw  and  is  a  life  threatening  addition,"  according  to 
the  institute.  Doctors  stripped  a  donated  trachea  of  the  donor's 
cells  and  injected  stem  cells  from  the  boy's  bone  marrow  into  the 
trachea  shortly  before  implanting  it  m  the  boy,  die  institute 
reported.  Using  the  boy's  own  stem  cells  prevents  possible  prob¬ 
lems  with  transplant  rejection.  The  case,  reported  m  mid-March, 
is  another  success  for  non-embryonic  stem  cells,  which  have  pro¬ 
duced  therapies  in  trials  for  at  least  73  ailments  in  human  beings, 
according  to  Do  No  Harm,  a  coalition  promoting  ethics  m 
research.  Embryonic  stem  cell  research  has  yet  to  generate  suc¬ 
cessful  treatments  in  human  beings.  However,  UJS.  President 
Barack  Obama,  in  one  of  his  first  actions  upon  taking  office, 
reversed  a  Bush-era  prohibition  against  wide  scale-use  of 
embryos  for  research  purposes.  Removing  stem  cells  from  an 
embryo  necessarily  kills  the  developing  human  being.

"This  is  a  historic  step 
to  strengthen  our  armed  forces 
and  to  restore  honor  and 
integrity  to  those  who  serve  our 
country  so  selflessly." 

President  Obama  expressed 
his  pleasure  at  both  votes,  say¬ 
ing  in  a  written  statement  repeal 
"will  help  make  our  Armed 
Forces  even  stronger  and  more 
inclusive  by  allowing  gay  and 
lesbian  solcfiers  to  serve  honest¬ 
ly  and  with  integrity." 

Obama  promised  during  the 
2006  election  campaign  to  over¬ 
turn  the  ban.  During  his  State 
of  the  Union  speech  m  January, 
the  president  said  he  would 
work  for  repeal  this  year. 

The  House  and  Senate  actions 
Thursday  came  only  three  days 
after  the  White  House  and  con¬ 
gressional  leaders  reached  an 
agreement  on  a  way  to  pass 
repeal  of  the  ban  before  the 
November  elections,  which 
could  eliminate  the  congression¬ 
al  advantage  foes  of  Don't  Ask, 
Don't  Tefl  now  possess.  ^ 

Under  the  agreement  <*nd 
subsequent  legislation,  repeal 
would  not  go  into  effect  until  the 
Pentagon  has  finished  a  study  of 
the  issue  Dec  1.  The  agreement 
requires  that  President  Obama, 
Defense  Secretary  Robert  Gates, 
and  -  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff 
Chairman  Michael  Mullen  sign 
off  on  repeal  of  die  policy. 

All  three  are  on  record  in 
support  of  repeal. 

Gates  implemented  a  compre¬ 
hensive  review  of  die  Don't  Ask, 
Don't  TeD  policy  in  March.  As 
part  of  the  study,  the  Pentagon  is 
eficitmg  feedback  from  military 
personnel  and  their  fan  ifies. 
Gates  has  expressed  his  desire 
that  Congress  wait  to  act  until 
the  review  is  completed,  and  in 
April  said  he  believes  "in  the 
strongest  possible  terms"  that 
the  review  should  be  complete 
prior  to  any  legislative  action." 

The  chiefs  of  the  Army,  Navy, 
Air  Force,  and  Marines  reiterat¬ 
ed  this  week  their  support  for 


review  of  the  current 


policy  before  Congress  acts. 
They  afl  said  delaying  legislative 
action  until  the  review  is  com¬ 
plete  would  signal  to  military 
members  their  views  matter.

1  Samuel  2:22-25;  3:19-21

What  we  do  for  G.yd  and 
how  we  do  it  matters.  JJ  we  fail 
in  the  sacred  trust  God  has 
given  us.  He  will  iind  faithful 
servants  to  carry  out  His  will. 

Case  in  point  Eli  and  his  sons. 
In  this  passage,  EH's  sons,  who 
were  wicked  priests,  provoked 
God.  God  showed  H is  control

actually,  immorality  has  been 
an  issue  ever  since  Noah's  time. 

Samuel  awakes  from  his

We  first  see  a  sacred  trust 
violated  in  1  Samuel  2:22-25. 
"Now  Eli,  who  was  very  old, 
heard  about  everything  his 
sons  were  doing  to  all  Israel 
and  how  they  slept  with  the 
women  who  served  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Tent  of 
Meeting."  (1  Samuel  2:22,  NIV) 
Immediately  we  can  see  the 
wickedness  of  Samuel's  sons. 
Samuel's  sons  -  priests!  -  were 


hear  from  all  the  people  about 
these  wicked  deeas  of  yours." 
(v.  23)  There  isn't  much  evi¬ 
dence  that  Samuel  plans  to  do 
much  about  the  lives  his  sons 
are  living,  doing  something 
perfectly  scandalous  before  all 
Israel,  verse  24  continues,  "No, 
my  sons;  it  is  not  a  good  report 
that  I  hear  spreading  among 
the  LORD'S  people.

1  Corinthians  1:10,  21-31;  3^-10, 16-17

Paul's  greeting  to  the 
Church  of  God  at  Corinth 
begins  with  a  stem,  yet  posi¬ 
tive  reminder:  sanctified  in 
Christ  Jesus,  saints  by  calling 
(1  Cor.  1:2).  Paul  Had.  been 
informed  that  the  church  he 
had  planted  (Acts  18:1-17), 
had  a  serious  problem — 
worldliness.  They  were 
focused  on  man's  knowledge 
and  ways  instead  of  Goers. 
This  was  the  basis  for  divi¬ 
sions  and  disunity  within  the 
church.  Wiliam  Barclay  writes 
"it  is  here  where  some  of 
Paul's  greatest  work  was  done 
and  some  of  the  mightiest  tri¬ 
umphs  of  Christianity  were 
won."  The  Corinthian  letters 
address  the  problems  and 
reveals  God's  solution  for  a 
healthy  and  growing  church. 

FOCUS  ON  MEMBERS' 
AGREEMENT  - 1  Cor.  1:10 

In  the  first  chapter  Paul  ref- 


agitated  about  what 

he  is  hearing.  Might 
the  people  view  wnat 
the  son s  are  doing  as 
acceptable,  perhaps 
even  entering  into  tne 
same  behavior? 
Samuel  comes  across 
as  indulgent;  the  best 

- he  can  muster  is  this 

Martin  mild  rebuke. 

"'If  a  man  sins 
against  another  man,  God  may 
mediate  for  him;  but  if  a  man 
sins  against  the  LORD,  who 
will  intercede  for  him?'  His 
sons,  however,  did  not  listen  to 
their  father's  rebuke,  for  it  was 
the  LORD'S  will  to  put  them  to 
death."  (v.  25)  Here  is  the  crux 
of  the  matter:  What  Samuel's 
sons  were  doing  transcended 
any  violation  of  man  against 
man.  They  had  violated  the 
sacred  trust  given  them  as 
priests.  Unfortunately,  life 
experience  shows  us  that  not 
everyone  is  trustworthy  and 
faithful  in  their  responsibilities, 
and  this  can  apply  to  elected 
officials,  pastors,  Sunday 
School  teachers,  parents,  any-

We  either  trust  in  God  or  the 
foolishness  of  the  world. 
"The  fear  of  the  LORD  is  the 
beginning  of  knowledge" 
(Prov.  1:7).  "To  lose  the  fear  of 
God  is  to  lose  the  fear  of  sin. 
To  lose  the  fear  of  sin  is  to  lose 
the  relationship  with  God" 
(Blackabys'  A  God  Centered 
Church).  Has  the  Church  of 
Christ  lost  its  fear  of  sin? 

"It  seems  to  me  that  one  of 
the  most  subtle  and  dangerous 
threats  facing  the  Word  of  God 
is  coming  from  within  the  cat¬ 
egory  of  evangelical 
Christianity,  by  people  who 
claim  to  believe  the  Bible  to  be 


one.  Have  you  violated  God's 
trust  as  a  husband,  wife,  par¬ 
ent,  or  in  some  other  role  God 
has  given? 

Second,  note  that  the  Lord 
does  what  He  thinks  is  good. 
"And  the  LORD  said  to 
Samuel:  "See,  I  am  about  to  do 
something  in  Israel  that  will 
make  the  ears  of  everyone  who 
hears  of  it  tingle."  (1  Sam.  3:11) 
This  passage  is  from  the  classic 
account  when  the  Lord  reveals 
to  Samuel  what  He  was  going 
to  do  to  Eli  and  his  sons.  EG 
asked  Samuel  what  God  had 
said,  and  EG  responded,  "He  is 
the  LORD;  let  Kim  do  what  is 
good  in  his  eyes."  (v.  18)  So, 
when  disciplined  by  God,  do 
you  agree  with  His  correction? 
Do  vou  have  the  courage  to 
confront  your  brothers  ana  sis¬ 
ters  when  they  are  in  sin?  It's 
important  to  remember  that 
God  does  not  necessarily  deal 
with  all  sins  in  the  same  way, 
but  His  ways  are  always  good. 

Finally,  God  still  speaks  His 
word.  In  the  midst  of  the  dis¬ 
obedience  of  the  leadership, 
God  confirmed  Samuel  as  His 


the  Word  of  God  but  betray  a 
lack  of  trust  in  its  sufficiency 
and  therein  speak  evil  of  the 
Word  of  God*0  (Grace  to  You 
Website,  John  MacArthur). 

FOCUS  ON  GOD'S  WORK  - 
1  Cor.  1:26-31 

God  chooses  the  weak,  the 
poor,  and  the  ordinary  to 
show  His  grace  to  a  proud 
world.  The  gift  of  grace  is  the 
transforming  power  of  God  in 
a  believer's  life— His  Work. 
Paul  refers  to  the  book  of 
Jeremiah:  "Let  not  a  wise  man 
boast  of  his  wisdom,  and  let 
not  the  mighty  man  boast  of 
his  might  let  not  a  rich  man 
boast  of  his  riches;  but  let  him 
who  boasts  boast  of  this,  that 
he  understands  and  knows 
Me. . .  Oer.  9:23-24). 

How  easy  it  is  to  follow  the 
standards  of  the  world, 
instead  of  Gving  up  to  the  holy 
calling  God  has  placed  upon 
ourGves.  Instead  of  glorifying 
God  we  glorify  man.  "Only  in 
obedience  will  God's  name  be 
glorified.  And  if  His  name  is 
being  profaned  by  our  disobe¬ 
dience,  He  cannot  and  will  not 
bless!  His  name  is  at  stake 
before  a  watching  world" 
(Blackaby,  page ). 


prophet.  "The  LORD  was  with 
Samuel  as  he  grew  up,  and  he 
let  none  of  his  words  Tall  to  the 
ground.  And  all  Israel  from 
ban  to  Beersheba  recognized 
that  Samuel  was  attested  as  a 
prophet  of  the  LORD.  The 
LORD  continued  to  appear  at 
Shiloh,  and  there  he  revealed 
himself  to  Samuel  through  his 
word."  (1  Sam.  3:19-21) 

God  has  consistently  reveled 
Himself  by  his  Word.  He  did  it 
then;  He  continues  to  do  so 
now.  It  is  through  the  ministry 
of  His  Sprit  tnat  He  reveals 
Himself  in  scripture.  Even  in 
the  midst  of  the  disobedience  of 
leadership,  God  confirmed 
Samuel  as  His  prophet. 

We  live  in  a  post-Christian 
country.  In -the  midst  of  a  confus¬ 
ing  world,  can  we  still  hear  the 
voice  of  a  true  prophet?  Are  we 
willing  to  accept  new  leadership 
in  our  churches  that  God  raises 
up  to  confront  the  days  in  which 
we  live?  The  word  or  God  is  still 
true  and  must  be  heeded
